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PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


Some of you may have seen or read a recent article in the April 2022 QST magazine titled ““The Mental Health 
Risks of Emergency Communications”. If you have not seen this, then I would recommend you do. It is a quick 
read and an important reminder of potential psychological impacts to emergency personnel and emergency 
volunteers who engage in response activities after a major disaster. 


The article cites examples of real disasters and the role of amateur radio operators volunteering in order to pass 
emergency traffic to various response agencies such as police & fire, red cross and other agencies depending on 
the event. One event that was discussed was the Amateur Radio Emergency Service (ARES) participation after 
the crash of a DC-10 back in 1989 near Sioux City, lowa. Over 50% of the passengers survived this horrific 
event. ARES personnel passed traffic to agencies I already mentioned but also included the local EOC, Air 
National Guard, National Transportation Safety Board and the Salvation Army. Not only was traffic passed by 
Hams, but Hams were asked to be stationed at or near areas where survivors were taken and even temporary 
morgues for the ones that did not. 


The article suggests there is a link between volunteers assist- 
ing in a crisis like this and the after effects commonly known 
as Post Traumatic Stress Disorder (PTSD). Information on 
PTSD can be found on the web at the National Institute of 
Mental Health. PTSD is a common mental disorder for not 
» just Ham operators but first responders like police and fire 
personnel. In extreme cases, some suffering from PTSD 

ave taken their own lives due to not being able to cope with 
= the trauma or get support to manage the stressors. 


Another example the article provides is the story of a well- 
known Ham Bart Lee, K6VK. Check our Mr. Lee’s biogra- 
phy on QRZ. It is very impressive and he has connections 
with both the San Francisco and Mt. Diablo Amateur Radio 
clubs. Mr. Lee had written a story for the California Histori- 
4 cal Radio Society detailing his experiences as a radio lead 

, for the Red Cross at Ground Zero in NYC for 10 days after 
the 9-11 attacks. What he describes and experienced may be 
of i | examples of PTSD. 


For those of us that are members (volunteers) of a local 
Community Emergency Response Team (CERT), we are 
well aware of the potential issues that may occur to volun- 
teers during and after a disaster. The training received from 
1 CERT classes includes Disaster Psychology.

ourselves in the thick of things and passing critical communications after a disaster or emergency occurs. When 
we are faced with this, we need to be cognizant of the stressors involved and try to find ways and support to 
manage them.

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FCC v. FAA - Revisited

SHARING OF 5G AND RADAR SYSTEMS”. It was produced by Rohde & Schwarz and sponsored by the 
Association of Old Crows. 


Again, a fascinating overview of the real problem of potential interference from 5G technology and airline radio 
altimeters. The webinar got into the weeds with regards to the bands used by 5G technology relative to the 
C-band, portions of which are used by radar altimeters (RA). 


The presentation also goes into methods to prevent spurious 5G transmissions from interfering with RA bands. 
Much of this work was done in Japan.

ARLBO0O11 New FCC Application Fee Will Not Apply to Amateur 
Radio License Upgrades 


The Federal Communications Commission (FCC) staff has 
clarified in response to an ARRL request that the new $35 
application fee will not apply to most license modifications, 
including those to upgrade amateur radio licensee's operator 
class and changes to club station trustees. The FCC staff 
explained that the new fees will apply only to applications 
for a new license, renewal, rule waiver, or a new vanity call 
sign. As previously announced, the new fees take effect 

on Aprikl 19), 2022, 


"We are pleased that the FCC will not charge licensees the FCC 
application fee for license upgrade applications," said ARRL 
Volunteer Examiner Coordinator (VEC) Manager Maria Somma, 
ABIFM. "While applicants for a new license will need to pay 
the $35 FCC application fee, there will be no FCC charge for 
future upgrades and administrative updates, such as a change 
of mailing or email address. Most current licensees, there- 
fore, will not be charged the new FCC application fee until 
they renew their license or apply for a new vanity call sign."

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FCC RETURNS 11 METER BAND TO 
THE AMATEUR RADIO SERVICE

On April 1, 2022, the FCC announced that the frequencies assigned to the Citizens Band Radio Service will be 
returned to the Amateur Radio Service. Formerly known as the 11 meter amateur radio band, it had been 
re-assigned on September 11, 1958 to a new Citizens Band Radio Service (CB). 


“After much consideration, the FCC realized their 1958 decision to strip these frequencies from the Amateur 
Radio Service was an egregious act,” said a spokesperson. “Since the telecommunications companies didn’t 
want to purchase these frequencies, the FCC decided, in a reparations gesture, to return them to the amateur 
radio community.” The spokesperson added that current CB Radio Service users may continue to use the band 
and will not need to obtain amateur radio licenses. 


Due to congressional budget cuts, the FCC abandoned enforcement of the Citizens Band Radio Service 
regulations years ago. “Because of this financial shortfall, we also almost ran out of ink for the rubber stamps 
we use to approve all the telcom companies’ demands,” the spokesperson stated. “On top of that, the General 
Services Administration repossessed most of our official government vehicles so the ones we have left are 
used for broadcast band enforcement. The U.S Attorney’s Office won’t take our phone calls when our 
Enforcement Bureau tries to present criminal cases against rogue CBers. We’d take their CB license away but 
they would just keep operating. There was no correlation between having a CB radio license and obeying the 
CB radio rules and regulations,” claimed the spokesperson. “As a result, CB radio licenses were not issued nor 
renewed effective April 28, 1983.” 


The National Amateur Radio Confederation (NARC) released a statement praising the FCC’s decision. “We 
are pleased the FCC has decided to correct the error they made over 60 years ago by returning the 11 meter 
band to the Amateur Radio Service. NARC is all about diversity and inclusion. We welcome the opportunity 
for amateur radio operators to return to frequencies unjustly taken from them long ago. We hope the CB 
community welcomes the amateur radio operators back to 11 meters. Maybe the CBers will become interested 
in obtaining amateur radio licenses so NARC can sell more license testing books and materials. Furthermore, 
the FCC might be able to finally enforce the rules and regulations with the new license fee money they collect.” 


The reaction from the CBer side was not enthusiastic. The Killahwattahs CB Radio Club was upset. “This is 
the FCC’s flavor of ‘cancel culture,’ ” they wrote on their Faceworld page. “CBers don’t need a bunch of ‘by 
the book’ operators who will say things like ‘You’re off frequency’ or ‘You’re signal’s too wide’ or ‘You’re 
over-modulating’ or ‘Don’t use cuss words.’ CB is all about freedom. Right now, many of our members are 
bumpin’ 5 kilowatts on channel 6 and working towards 10. We don’t need fools complaining about our signals. 
If y’all don’t like it, change the channel and get a better radio. We don’t want the channels jammed up with 
FT8 and other digital signals. We talk worldwide on our radios but we don’t play video games on them. Ditto 
with that ‘Morsey’ code...dot dot dit dit, dot dot dash...damned if we know.” -

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ANNUAL ARMED FORCES DAY CROSSBAND TEST 14 May 2022 


The Army Military Auxiliary Radio System will host this year’s Armed Forces Day (AFD) Cross- 
band Test on May 14, 2022. This annual event is open to all licensed amateur radio operators and will 
not impact any public or private communications. For more than 50 years, military and amateur 
stations have taken part in this event, which is an interoperability exercise between hobbyist and 
government radio stations. 


The AFD Crossband Test is a unique opportunity to test two-way communications between 
military communicators and radio stations in the Amateur Radio Service (ARS), as authorized in 
47 CFR 97.111. These tests provide opportunities and challenges for radio operators to demonstrate 
individual technical skills in a tightly controlled exercise scenario that does not impact any public or 
private communications. 


Military stations will transmit on selected military frequencies and will announce the specific ARS 
frequencies monitored. All times are ZULU (Z), and all frequencies are Upper Side Band (USB) 
unless otherwise noted. The frequencies used for the test will not impact any public or private 
communications and will not stray outside the confines of the exercise.
